Advance Up the Hill Mate in Face of 
Constant Fire. ‘ag 


GORDON HIGHLANDERS DID THE WORK 


Bravery Was Shown by English That 
the Tribesmen Could Not With- 
stand and Gave Away. 


London, November 15.—The newspapers 
of this city have printed details ty mail 
or the capture of Dargai ridge by the Gor- 
don Highlanders on October 20th, durirg 
which that regiment exhibited remarkable 
dash and courage. 

On Wednesday, October | £0th, General 
Biggs. sent the second divibion to disicdge 
the tribesmen from the Dafgai ridge. The 
position was a very str: one, the enemy 
occupying the summit a precipitous 
hill. The top of this hill uld be reached 
only by a single path al which the at- 
tacking force, at first eonsisting of a 


ard the Dorsetshire regiment, was obliged 
to climb in Indian file, while three battcries 
of artillery shelled the breastworks of the 
hilin en, 

Dargai ridge, from the direction of the 
essault, presents a frontage of about a 
mile, the left end of which is sheer rock 
for 200 yards. In spite of the difficulty of 
the ascent, the movements of the British 
troops were fairly well covered, except in 
the case of a low dip, or small alley, from 
100 to 150 yards wide, about half way up 
the ridge. This dip was exposed to direct 
fire from the summit of the cliff. As the 
Ghurkas, supported by the Derbyshires and 
Dorsetshires, reached this fire zone the top 
of the cliffs burst out into flame, for a 
thousand tribesmen had rescrved their fire 
until that meoiment. Though decimated, 
the Ghurkos struggied across the 
aip and reached the shelter of a few rocks, 
where they lay down under cover for a 
moment in order to recover their breath. 
Then, led by their officers, they made a 
rush for the cover of the cliff side. But 
the others could not follow, and the enemy, 
through military instinct, reserved their 
fire. Though the remaindey of the Ghurkas, 
the Derbyshires and the! Dorsetghires ap- 
peared on the fringe of t dip, yet to step 
into the fire zones was to fourt death. But 


the Dorsetshires fgain tr to advance to 
the support of the Ghurikos and thirteen 
men struggled into the open space,

DEATH PENALTY IS DEMANDED 


Prisoners Well Guarded from Prison 
to the Hall of Justice. 


WANTED TO MOB HIM 


Ex-Police Officers May Pay Death 
Penalty for Allowing Arroyo To 
Be Killed by Mob. 


City of Mlexico, November 15.—Great 
crcewds surrounded the grim old prison at

Gdaue led the band of assassins. 
+ Capital sentences are asked in all these

FEVER HAS NOT ENTIRELY DISAPPEARED 


Two New Cases and Several Suspicious 
Ones Reported—General Ala- 
bama Nws. 


Montgomery, Ala., November  15.—(Spe- 
zial.)—Two new cases of yellow fever were 
officially reported today and there are oth- 
er suspicious cases. Refugees are return- 
ing by train loads, and if the warm weath- 
er. which has continued for a week. should 
last a week longer, it is believed that quite 
a number of new cases may develop. 

The refugees who have returned are dis- 
posed to regret that they have done so. 
The physicians all unite in advising their 
patients that they had best remain away 
for a while longer. e 

The new cases are Lorenzo Woodruff, 
of the book firm of White, Woodruff & 
Fowler, and who lives at the corner of 
Lawrence and Alabama, and William Sa- 
ble, residing at 226 Moulton. Neither is 
seriously iil 

By the terms of the governor's proclama- 
tion, the state quarantine will be raised 
as far south as Greenville and the rail- 
roads are preparing to reinaugurate their 
regular schedules. 

Another cold snap ts promised for the 
night. 

The theory charged to Dr. Guiteras and 
Other eminent authorities on yellow fever 
that sanitary conditions play no part in the 
spread of the disease, appears to be con- 
tradicted by the experience of Montgomery. 
In 1873, when yellow fever raged here, it 
almost depopulated the eastern part of the 


city, especially the northeastern quarter. — 


This part was thickly settled, there was 
no sewerage and not far away was a great 
body of ugly, disease breeding water, 
known as Cypress pond. The disease during 
this epidemic scarcely spread at all in the 
western part of the city. Since that time 
the Cypress pond has, at considerable ex- 
pense, been ditched out of existence. 

The westegn part of the city is occupied 
to a very large extent by small property 
owners—persons who have bought or built 
cottages»and have been paying for them 
out of their savings. The city govern- 
ment has, out of consideration for these 
persons, been indulgent in the matter of 
forcing them ta go to the expense of put- 
ting in sanitary sewers, and a very large 
number of the houses in that part of town 
are therefore not connected with the mains.. 
This section of the city also Hes along the 
river, which has been exceptionally low 
and filthy this season by reason of the 
continued drought. 

When yellow fever developed here last 
September it spread like wildfire through- 
out the western half of the city, and espe- 
cally in the northwestern. quarter. Per- 
haps a dozen sporadic cases, contracted in 


the western part of town, have developed 


in the eastern half, but none of them have 
pioved to be foci. 


It is likely that the council will not lose’ 
much more time in.inforcing the proper. 


sajitary regulations in the western part of 
the city, and it is probable the residents of 
Lage gusrter will not demur to the requife- 
ments.

they. safely put aside any fears they 
they have. oi tha score, for I have provid- 
ed for them six faithful watchmen at my 
own expense to ep@;to it. that/they will all 
be present when called for.

The order of Judge Candler under which»

confined in the jail of Fulton cofinty, under 
indictment for the offense of murder, is 
dangerously ill, and is now in a critical 
condition, and it further appearing that 
a visit from said prisoner to her may save 
her life; 

“You are authorized to take said Stei- 
nau, under your personal charge with such 
deputies as you in t@e exercise of your 
discretion may see fit, to the bedside of 
his said wife,. and to return him to the 
jail after such reasonable time as you see 
proper. by 

“Any expense necessary to be borne by 
said Stetnau. This is intended only as au- 
thorizing and not as ordering it if you 
think the same unsafe or for any reason 
deem said action inadvisable. 

“JOHN 8S. CANDLER, J. 8S. C.” 

On the back of this order Sheriff Nelms 
made the following indorsement to one of 
his deputies: 

‘Dear Gene—You will, if you so desire, go 
with Mr. Steinau-to Ris residence and see 
his wife and return him to jail. Henry 
Burman will go with you. You know what 
to do. Yours.

“Only lawyers and newspaper men can 
remain inside the bar,” said Judge Can- 
dler, “‘The gallery is upstairs, where you 
can get seats. When that is full the sher- 
iffs will close the doors. I will not have 
the courthouse filled with a mob.” 

Witnesses Are Sworn. 

Solicitor Hill called for the witnesses for 
the state, who were sworn. 

“Tl want a list of these state witnesses,” 
said Mr. Spalding. ‘I have.given the state 
a list of our witnesses.” : 

“T have given Mr. Spalding a list of our 
witnesses and a copy of the indictment,” 
said Mr. Hill. 

A long line of witnesses then came for- 
ward. Nearly all of the city detectives 
were present ad there were many others 
who have become public since the crime 
was committed. ~ 

The witnesses for the defense were sworn 
by Mr. Spalding, who instructed his wit- 
nesses to be within call when they were 
needed, but that they could not hear eny 
of the testimony. 


Dr. McDaniel’s Testimony 4 


Dr. H.'L. McDaniel, the first witness for 
the state, went on the witness stand at 
11:30 o'clock. oO) 

Dr. McDaniel said he saw Thonias J. 
Pender in the undertaking establishment of 
Meyers on the n ght of the murder sLourtly 
after the crime had been committed. 

He t@id about the wounds received by 
Policeman Ponder and swore that ne died 
from a hemorrhage caused from the wound. 

“I saw the ball,” safd Dr. McDaniel, ‘und 
I believe it was a 38-caliber.”’ 

Dr. McDaniel said he could not positively 
tell the distance from which the shvi was 
fired, but he thought that if it had teen 
fired at short range the ball would have 
passed through the body. 

The bullet entered the right breast, pass- 
ed through the spinal cord and then came 
pack into the lung. The dthér wound ws 
insignificant and could not have caused 
death. 

While Dr. McDaniel was testifying Ben

Captain Slaughter Testifies. 

Captain. Bradley Slaughter, chief of de- 
tectives, was introduced as a witness for 
the state. | 

He said he went to Steinau’s-. place on 
the night of the killing. He fourd Ponder 
lying on the floor, dead. 

Captain Slaughter then gave a minute 
description of the location and arrange- 
ment of the wholesale liquor house where 
the murder was committed. 

“There are two ways to reach the place 
from the second floor,’’ said Captain 
Slaughter. “There is a stairway and an 
elevator shaft. Then there is the front 
door from Wall street, the rear doors from 
the alley and the side door going into the 
retail saloon, making five ways in which 
One can enter the store. 

“The place also has a basement. When 
I got to the store, I found the safe doors 
open. The entire safe was open and I 
could plainly see contents of the safe. 


| Just in the center of the safe was the 


little iron door, which was locked when I 
saw it. 

“On the doors of the safe were regilar 
combination locks, while the inner com- 
partments were locked with keys. 

“I cannot say that I saw the bunch of 
keys; but’ l’ was told of their presence by 
keliable witnesses.’’ 


What the Gas Light Showed. 

“‘Captain,’’ asked Charley Hill, “if the 
fas was burning in tke store, could you 
see the safe?’’ 

“I don’t know whether the top of the 
safe could be seen or not, as the safe ig a 
little lower than the desk that stands just 
in front of it. The gas in the store would 
certainly have given considerable Jight.’’ 

Captain Slaughter testified that O’Quinn 
worked in the retail Saloon adjoining 
Steinau’s, which were connected py a glass 
door. 

“How far is the rear door of the whole- 
sale house from the rear door of the re- 
tail saloon?’’ ’ 

“About six feet,” was Captain Slaugh- 
ter’s reply. 

Captain Slaughter showed the jury two 
pistol balls. The balls fitted the holes 
found in the store. One ball was a .38 
jcaliber and the other was a .44 the latter 
‘bain the size of the officer’s pistol. 

Solicitor Hill asked Captain Slaughter 
where Simon worked. 
“In the retail bar,” said Captain Slaugh- 
er. « 

He said he had seen the keys which 
were shown him by Solicitor Hill and iden- 
tified them as being the same found in the 
Store. He thought the wholesale house 
where the murder occurred was about sixty 
feet long and that the retail department 
Was about the same length. 

Who Was in the Store? 

Captain Slaughter swore on the cross- 
examination that he was told by some one 
of the murder and that he hurried to the 
scene. | 

In the storeroom when he arrived were 
Police Commissioner Johnson, Officer Conn, 
Officer Hewitt, Baggage Agent Ebbert and

several ‘others, — onder was dead and the 
keys had been found when Slaughter

reached the store 


Officer Ponder was lying on his back. 
The front door on Wall street was open, 
the glass door between the two rooms was 
closed. It is impossible to opeu the rear 
door from the alley. You can open one 
but you can’t open the inside door. He 
thought the doors upstairs were all locked 
at the time of the shooting. 

“I got there about 6:40 o’clock.” 

The testimony. of Captain Slaughter 
showed that the large sign board suspend- 
ed in the store was near the rear door. 
The 44-caliber bali—the one fired by Officer 
Ponder—showed by the hole in the board 
that when he fired he was between the 
sign and the front door. The 3§-caliber 
ball, which was fired by the murde-re-, 
came from the rear door, as it passe 
through the sign board going toward the 
front door.. The effect of the testimony 
was to show that the officer was toward 
the front door tn the light and that the 
assassin was near the back door in the 
dark. 

“Both Simon and O’Quinn were arrested 
in the retail saloon. I do not know where 
Steinau was when he was arrested,” said 
Captain Slaughter. 

Some photographs of the scene were 
shown Captain Slaughter. He swore that 
two of the wooden drawers, as shown by a 
photograph of the safe, had been broken 
and badly battered. He said there were 
chisel marks on ‘the little iron door, which 
shuts with a spring lock. 


The Former Robbery Discussed. 


Captain Slaughter was asked to tes-ify 
about the former robbery and the charac- 
ter of the goods reported stolen. : 

He said the robbery was reported about 
ten days before the murder occurred. 

He said a gold watch and $145 in cash 
were stolen and: that he investigated the 


case, looked closély at the front door and. 


the office. 

There was considerable mystery about 
the robbery and the goods were never 
found and the guilty parties haye never 
been arrested, 

This robbery has caused much specula- 
tion among the police and detectives and 
coupled with the fact that the store has 
been almost looted has caused the police 
to be very suspicious in regard to the first 
robbery. 


Attorney Phillips Testifies. 

Mr. Ben J. Phillips, of the law firm of 
Glenn, Slaton & Phillips, who drew the 
original bill asking for a receiver for the 
business of Louis Steinau, was introduced 
by the state to show what time the papers 
reached the court and the hour the re- 
ceiver was appointed and what service had 
been made of the papers. 

“The first bill was presented Judge 
Lumpkin early Monday morning,’’ sa‘d 
Mr. Phillips. ‘“‘Upon this bill was the fn- 
junction and this *was served upon Mr. 
Jack Spalding, Steinau’s counsel, who ac- 
knowledged service.” 

‘“‘Now, your thonor,”’ ‘nterrupted Mr. 
Spalding, “I would like to know what tl €s 
has to do with the trial of Mr. O’Quinn. 
There has been no trial of Mr: Steinau and 
there ‘is nothing in this case about the 
service of papers, I object to all this. 

“IT ewill let Mr. Hill ask the question,” 
said Judge Candler. 

The examination of ‘Mr. Phillips then 
continued. 

“The receiver was appointed and took 
charge about 2 o’clock,” said Mr. Phillips. 
“The notice was served on Mr. Spalding.’’ 

On tife cross-examination, conducted by 
Mr. Spalding, Mr. Phillips said he did not 
know whether Steinau or O’Quinn had 
ever hadglegal service of the appointment 
of the receiver. : 

When Mr. Phillips had answered all] the 
questions, Judge Candler instructed the 
bailiff to carry the jury to dinner and 
court took a recess until 1:30 o’clock. 

The Afternoon Session. 

When the afternoouw session -began the 
jury was brought jnio the courtroom look- 
ing considerably refreshed from the noon 
meal which had been:furnished at a nearby 
restaurant. Nearly al! the members: were 
busy with their toothpicks and the jurors 
looked contented. 

Mr. R. B. Blackburn, the receiver, was 
called to the stand by the state and was 
sworn. Mr. Blackburn stated that he was 
receiver of the business of Louis Steinau 
and was the officer of court appointed to 
hold the assets subject to future orders. 

“Il was appointed receiver Monday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock on th® same day that the 
killing occurred, which I am told was at 
6 o'clock or a little later. 


He Went To Find Steinau. 

“I left the courthouse and went directly 
to his wholesaté house, which was 44 Wall 
street. 

“I was met in the store by a gentleman 
introducing himself as Allen, who said he 
was in charge, and that Steinau was not 
present. 

“I went through the building, went up- 
Stairs and then the store was locked by 
the rear door. Mr. Allen locked the safe 
while I was in the office and he gave me 
all the Keys he had. Hettold me Mr. 
Steinau had the keys to the-inside ur une 
safe. 

“I went back between 5 and 5:30 o’clock 
the same afternoon. I met Mr. Eugene 
Black, who represented some creditors, and 
I asked him to go through with me. We 
entered the wholesale house through the 
door from the retail saloon. I found every- 
thing as I had left: it. There was a light 
burning three or four feet from the safe. 
The safe was locked. 

“I wanted to call upon Mr. Steinau for 
the books. I thought Mr. O’Quinn was 
‘Mr. Steinau at that time. I was after- 
wards. informed of my mistake. Mr 
O’Quinn was behind the bar at the time. 

“I was- at home eating supper when a 
messenger boy came and told me a police- 
Man had been killed in Steinau’s place. 

“I found the door open from Wall street. 
The safe was unlocked and the policeman 
was dead.” 


What Mr. Blackburn Found.. 


“Did you find any goods anywhere else 
that belonged to Steinau?”’ asked Solicitor 


‘Hill. 


There was an emphatic objection to this 
question from the defense. Judge Candler 
allowed the question, saying he would rule 
it all out if it did not connect O’Quinn with 
the case. 

Receiver Blackburn then told of the ci- 
gars he had found at the house of O’ Quinn. 

“Would a light in the retail saloon throw 
any light in the wholesale house?’’ 

“Yes, sir, it would dimly light the whole- 
sale floor, but I do not think that if a 
man Was stooping down at the safe he 


combination was fully turned on.” ) 

“Now, isn’t it true that this safe had a 
day lock, so that: when it was turned a 
little to the right it would open, and #sn’t 
it possible for anyoné’to unlock the safe by 
accident if they were to turn the knob just 
far enough?” asked Mr. Spalding. 

“I think that is true,” said Mr. Black- 


rn. 

Mr. Blackburn says he put a notice of the 
receivership on the Wall street door and 
one on the door leading from the retail 
saloon. He left the building the last time 
through the door into the retail saloon. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Blackburn 
was long and tedious, and consumed quite 
a while. He said he was perfectly satis- 
fied that the safe and all of the doors were 
securely locked when he left the “building; 
but the cross-examination brought out the 
fact’ that the lock to the front. door was 
very weak, and that it was possible for the 
door to have been opened if the bolt could 
have been sprung back only a fraction -of 
an inch. . 

Mr. Blackburn was not able to tell if any 
books had been taken out, and he made 
only a casual survev of the office on the 
afternoon he took charge. 


Steinau Was Not Served. 
Mr. Blackburn swore that Steinau was 


-not served on the day of the murder, 50 


far as he knéw. 

“T could not find Mr. Steinau,”’ said Mr. 
Blackburn. “I looked for him and was 
very anxious to see him to make demand 
upon him for the oks and papers I had 
been authorized to take charge of. 

“I dig not see Mr. Steinau until the fol- 
lowing ‘Tuesday morning when I called 
upon him in the police station. If Mr. 
Steinau had notice of t receivership, he 
did not get the information from me.” 

On re-direct examination Mr. Blackburn 
told of the keys, what they fitted and also 
about the bullet holes in the rear of the 
wholesale store. 

“Whatever shooting was done was evi- 
dently done in the rear of the store, where 
there was no light. The doors in the rear 
were evidently locked at that .ime.’’ 

“If a person entered the store from 
the second floor, could he have opened the 
doors?’’ 

“Yes, that is the only way I think the 
doors could have been opened.”’ 


Mr. Black on the Stand. 


Mr. Eugene Black, testifying for the 
state, said he met Mr. Blackburn Monday 
afternoon and both went down to the store 
at 44 Wall street. 

He was with Mr. Blackburn when the 
latter asked Mr. O’ Quinn for the book and 
papers, and.O’Quinn said he knew nothing 
about them. 

“The safe was locked. I couldn’t swear 
that I tried the desk. I know that I tried 
the handles and was satisfied that the 
safe was locked. 


‘I know this, Mr, Spalding, that I want- | 


efi to get into the safe, as I represen-:ed 
creditors, and was anxious to get sume- 
thing with which to trace my goods. I 
v.as sure the safe was locked, and when 
I left the office I was well satisfied that 
such was the case.”’ 

E. C. Allen Talks to the Jury. 

Mr. E. C. Allen, who was boqgkkeeper for 
L. Steinau, swore that he tried to lock 
the safé and it was certainly his intention 
to lock it. 

He did not know whether he was suc- 
cessful or not, but fully intended to do so. 

“I did not have the comb:nation and I 
do not Knew who did have it. ] never saw 
any one unlock the safe. It is a very large 
safe. 

“I did not go to the wholesale store ary 
more that afternoon, but I went to the 
retail store several times in the afternoon. 

“TI left town for Decatur at-abuut 6:30 
arclock. ‘I do not know. whether the 
shooting had taken place or not.” 

On the cross examination Allen ‘said te 
had been with Steinau only one month. 
He said he fastened the. rear .doors and 
they could not have been opened except 


, from. the inside. He said it had ordinarily 


been the custom to close the store between 
6 and 7 o’clock, ; 

“It had always been my custom to set 
the safe comb:-ndtion on the day lock, as 
Mr. Simon kept his money in the safe and 
he did rot close up his businéss until 10 
o’clock. I am ‘not sure how I locked the 
safe. It might have been on the day :ock, 
as I have said; or it may have been on 
the full lock.,’’ 

Allen said he did not know of the killing 
until he was arrested by the detectives 
and was brought to the station house in 
Atlanta. 

This was all ruled out by the court as 
being irrelevant. Allen afterwards stated 


that he has not been in the store since 2 : 


o'clock on the Monday afternoon of the 
killing. 

The last time he saw Steinau at the 
store was at 7 o’clock om Monday morning. 
United States Records in “Court. 
Mr. Patrick H. Moore was introduced by 
the state.to show about the stamps on ihe 
barrels, which could be traced by the rev- 

enue officers. 

The defense objected because the testi- 
mony given by Mr. Moore consisted of a 
conversation which he had with Mr. Stei- 
nau at 11 o’clock on Monday, the day of 
the killing. 

Solicitor Hill asked {ff there was any- 
thing said to Mr.* Moore about a fire or 
what would become of the books in case 
of any accident. ‘This was ruled out. 

The book Mr. Moore wanted to see was 
a record which would show the  dispo- 


sition of all whisky handled by the house. 


Maxey Tells of the Murder 


J. D. Maxey, who lives in Alabama, creat- 
ed a good deal of merriment when he went 
on the witness stand. He thought he was 
to tell his story to the court and he prompt- 
ly began to tell Judge Candler abou: ihe 
case. | 

Mr. Maxey heard the shooting and he 
hastened to the glass door. He said the 
policeman called for help when he went 
to the door. 

“T ran to him and when I got there he 
was dying. All he said that I could under- 
stand was: ‘I’m ruined.’ He said one or 
two words I couldn't get. They were just 
in a whisper.” 

Maxey was one of the star witnesses of 
the day. He was the first man to enter 
the building efter the tragedy. He said 
the smoKe was fast settling in the store, 
but in the dim glimmer he saw the outlines 
of a man and that man was in his shirt 
sleeves. 

‘The man behind the counter was of 
medium, height.” 

Solicitor Hill told O’Quinn to stand up 
so he could be seen by Maxcy. : 

“Is that the man you saw behind the 
bar when the shooting occurred?’ 

“It is not,” said Maxey. P

What Commissioner Johnson Said. 


At this juncture the state introduced Po- 
lice Commissioner George E. Johnson. 

Commiss.oner Johnson was in h‘s store 
on East Alabama street when he heard the 
shooting. He said it took him about three 
minutes to get to the store. 

“JT spcke to Mr. Ponder and he 
tried to reply, but could not, as he was 
choking,” said Mr. Johnson. “I then cut 
open his shirt with my knife so he eould 
breathe and I got some whisky for him. 

“While 1 was doing this some one gave 
me a bunch.of keys.”’ 

Mr. Johnson identified the keys yester- 
day as the ones picked up in the store. Mr. 
Johnson was asked if it was not Julius 
Simon who handed him the keys. He did 


-not know who it was who handed him the 


keys. but he swore Julius Simon was in 
the store. 

“IT asked Mr. Simon to get the whisky to 
give Ponder, but Simon declined, saying 
the store had been seized by the sheriff. I 
got a bottle down myself and gave the 
dying man the whisky,” said Commis- 
sioner Johnson. 

Green Conn Testifies. 


Green Conn, of the city detective ferce, 
was at the police station when.the shooting 
occurred. He hurried to the place where 
Ponder was found dead. 

He identified the keys shown him by So- 
licitor Hill as the keys which were found 
in the store. 

He measured the street in front of the 
house and found it was eighty-six feet. The 
depth of the store was 110 feet and nine 
inches outside measurement. : 

Conn told of the doors leading into the 


| building. He said one of the keys found 


would unlock a door leading up the 
stairs which entered an upstairs room. 
Through this room a person could enter 
the wholesale house by a stairway. 

“These keys were taken off the body of 
O’Quinn whén he was arrested. They are 
the ones that will unlock these doors I 
have told of.’’ 

Detective Conn identified a bunch of keys 
that would unlock the private drawers of 
the safe and other drawers in the office. 


‘ He said the keys were the property of Mr. 
| Steinau. 


. 


The stairs that lead from the s'dewalk are 
entered by a single door. The key to this 
door was.in O’Quinn’s pocket when ar- 
rested. At the head of the stairs is the 
room into which the stairs from the 
wholesale house land. The key to this 
room was also in the pocket of Quinn 
when. he was arrested. 


' How'the Store Was Looted. 


Sergeant Poole caused interest to revive 
in the case when he told of the manner in 
which he said the store had been iooted. 

‘“Mr. Ponder reported ‘that he’ had ge 
‘Mr. Julius Simon and O’ Quinn takingg 


from the store at night and carrying them 


away in-a hack," said Sergeant Poole. 

Sergeant Poole had told Steinau of the 
report of Ponder and had talked the ques- 
tion over. ; 

Policeman Mark Holt swor: h2 was stand- 
ing on the sidewalk on Friday night before 
last when he saw two men come out of 
the wholesale house with goods. O’Quinn 
was ordered to stand up for the officer to 
identify him. 

“That is the man,” said Holt. 

Saw O’Quinn Running. 


The confident smile of success faded from 
O’Quinn’s face when George Bankston, 
the night clerk at the restaurant in the 
Brown house on Decatur street, at the 
corner of Loyd, began his testimony. 

“T saw O’Quinn running out of the alley, 
back of the saloon.’’ said Bankston. “That 
was two or three minutes after the shoot- 


ing. 

“When the shooting stopped I was at the 
corner of Ceccatur and Loyd streets. I went 
into the mouth of the alley and by the 
time I got there, I saw @ man running out 
toward me.

NEGRO ON JURY BY MISTAKE. 


He Will Be Removed by the Judge 
When Court Reconvenes. 
Columbus, Ga.,. November 15.—Muscogee 
superior court convened this morning, with 


. Judge John C. Hart. of the Oconee circuit, 


on the bench for Judge Butt. By. request 
of the bar practically all of the civil busi- 


ness was continued over until January. As ‘ 


the criminal cases will not be ready in sevy- 
eral days, and as there was no civil bust- 
ness on hand, the court took a recess until 
Thursday. Judge Hart left for home this 
afternoon. 

For the first time in the history of Mus- 
cogee county a negro Was empanelled as 
a juryman in the superior court today. 
Considerable surprise was created this 
morning when court convened, when’ a* ne- 
ero was noticed seated among the jurors. 
The white members of the jury were nat- 
urally quite indignant and there was con- 
siderable complaint among them. It seems 
that the negro was placed on the jury by 
mistake. His-name is J. T. Thornton, and 
he is a dyer. A. J. Thornton was drawn 
as a juror, but it was a man who is a 
white farmer residing in the northern part 
of the county. The subpoena was sent 
through the mail, and it was delivered to 
the colored J. T. Thornton through mis- 
take. The negro, pursuant to the instruc 
tions, appeared at the courthouse this 
morning and was duly empanelled. When 
the court reeconvenes on Thursday next, 
however, he will be removed, as he is the 
wrong man and not entitled to the pay. 


DROPPED DEAD IN COURTHOUSE. 


Hon. M. P. Wade Comes to a Tragi 
End in Sylvania. : 


Sylvania, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)— 
Hion. U. P. Wade dropped dead in the 
courthouse here this morning. He was 
in good health, and his sudden end was a 
shocking blow to the whole town. A few 
minutes before he fell he complained of 
heartburn, and was walking out of the 
courthouse to get relief, when he dropped 
on the marble portico and died without 
speaking. The physicians say that his 
death came from heart failure caused by 
acute indigestion.

Josh Raff, a Desperado, Lords It Over a 
Colored Community. 


ASSAULTS ONE OF THE WOMEN

Negroes, Outraged, Orgenize Against 
Him. 


HIS DEAD BODY IN THE PUBLIC ROAD 


That Is Evidence Enough That They 
Got in Their Work in Due... 
Time. , 


Gibson, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)—At 
midnight last night the citizens of the 
community of Sleepy Hollow, six miles 
from Gibs_n, were aroused from their slum- 


. bers by the report of a fusilade of shots. 


No one went to the scene of the noise 
until thig morning, when they found a 
form of a human being lying in the public 
road, with:its body and head punctured 
with bullets and buckshot. Upon investi- 
gation it was found to be thé remains of 
Josh Ruff, a desperate outlaw who recent- 
ly escaped from the penitentiary and had 
been in that community for several weeks. 

Terrorized the Community. 


It {s told that the outlaw went around 


‘with several pistols and a winchester rifle, 


and has been known to hold up several 
negroes of the Sieepy Hollow community 
and rob them. and he was also guilty of 
going into the negro houses and at the 
point of his rifle. demand the negroes to 
surrender to him their money and other 
valuables. The negroes were afraid of 
Ruff, consequently they failed to say any- 
thing about the treatment they were re- 
ceiving at the hands of the outlaw. 
He Fired Back. 

From the number of shots heard and 
from the appearance of the body, there 
must have been at least twenty in the 
posse that did the killing. It is thought 
that the posse consisted of the negroes 
who had been robbed. by the outlaw. Ruff 
evidently did some shooting while being 
killed. There was blood in the road for 
several miles leading to the scene of the 
tragedy. Ruff was originally from Warren 
county, where he was once'tried for mur- 
der. He was tried in Taliaferro county 
several years ago for attempted murder. 
He was a professional gambler. 

The Cause of the Tragedy. 

Later news is to the effect that Heze- 
kiah Norris, a negro, has confessed to the 
k.lling of Ruff, and says he did so be- 
cause Ruff had assaulted his daughter, and 
sent Norris word that if he divulged it he 
would kill him. 

Norris may have had a hand in the kill- 
ing, but it is evident that he was aided by 
several others. In fact, it was a lynching 
by a negro mob. 


FAIRBURN TRAGEDY A MYSTERY 


Appearances Seem' To Be That Moon- 
shiners Did It. 

Fairburn, Ga., November 15.—Special.— 
There have been no new developments in 
the mysterious triple tragedy, except that 
Governor Atkinson has offered a reward ot 
$300 for the arrest of the criminals. 

Detective Yarbrough, of College Park, 
arrived on the scene of the murder about 
10 o’clock Saturday night with his trio of 
bloodhounds, :-and the dogs soon picked up 
a trail which they followed faithfully un- 
til they sfruck the railroad about a mile 
below Fairburn. On account of the trains 
having run over the road, presumably 
since the partty or parties whom they were 
trailing had passed along, the hounds coula 
follow it no further. 

The Scene of the Killing. 

The place where the killing occurred is 
about two and a half miles east of Fair- 
burn, and is reached by a winding little 
road leading off about half a mile from 
the public road. It is just so situated as to 
make it favorable for the perpetration o1 
the crime and afford an estape for the mur- 
derer, it being a small clearing entirely 
surrounded by dense forests. The three 
unfortunate negroes were killed within a 
hundred yards of their house, and from the 
respective positions in which they were 
found, it is easy to conclude the manner in 
which they met their death. The mah 
was plowing up potatoes, and had just 
turned around at one end of the row ana 
advanced ten paces when he was shot from 
behind and fell dead with his hands still on 
his plow stock, his horse having stopped 
and stood still until the crime was dis- 
covered. The wife was following her hus- 
band, picking up the potatoes, and when 
found had a bucket half filled with pota- 
toes on her arm. She was shot in the face 
and fell im the furrow right behind her hus- 
band, indicating that she had turned to 
look when the first shot, which killed her 
husband, was fired. The third victim, the 
negro girl, was near the opposite end of the 
row from the others, as shown by her 
tracks and a half filled basket of potatoes 
which she was handling, and when the 
shots which killed the others attracted her 
attention she fled toward the woods, ana 
at the edge of which she was overtaken 
and killed by the assassin. She wag also 
shot fn the face, evidently having turned tu 
look back at her pursuer. Her throat was 
also cut. All were killed with slugs or 
buckshot, as shown by post mortem exam- 
ination on the bodies by the coroner today 

The Theories Advan 

The coroner’s jury began its examination 
and then adjourned until Tuesday, at 
time it is to be hoped some light may be 
thrown upon the terrible tragedy. 

People living in the neighborhood of the 
killing’ heard three reports of guns about 
12 o’clock yesterday—the first. two in rapia 
succession and the last one a minute af- 
terwares. | 

There are many theories advanced as to 
the cause of the killing. One is that the 
kilging is the work of illicit distillers, whom 
it is suggested may have found the negro 
troublesome to their business: another is 
that it was done for the purpose of rob- 
bery, as it is sald that trunk supposed to 
contain money is missing from the house, 
and still another is that it was done by a 
former husband of the wife. she having 
married again after quitting her first hus- 
band some years ago at Jonesboro. 

Whether either of these theories is the 
correct one may never be known, as the 
crime is now shrouded in mystery.

The fight for control of the Georgia rail- 
road was resumed yesterday morning in 
the United States circuit court before Judge 
Don A. Pardee. 

This ceee was up ten days ago ane after 
being partly heard was postponed until 
November 15th. : 

When the case was first taken up, Mr. 
Henry Crawford, counsel for General Thom- 
as and Mr. Ryan, presented their side, ar- 
guing that in the original lease made by 
the Georgia railroad to William M. Wad- 
ley and in the leases made by the latter 
to the Louisville and Nashville and to 
the Central Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany of Georgia, the two lessee companies 
from Wadley were tenants in common and 
mot partners as contended by the Louisville 
and Nashville. 

Major J. B. Cumming, of Augusta, coun- 
gel for the Georgia, and Mr. Alex Cc. King, 
of King & Spaldigg, Atlanta, special coun- 
sel for the Louisville and Nashville, spoke 
yesterday. ! 

Two railroad presidents 
during the morning, Mr. Milton H. Smith, 
of the Louisville and Nashville, and Mr. 
H. M. Comer, of the*Central. They sat 
side by side. Qn this question, however, 
they are far apart, the Central evidently 
sympathizing with Thomas and Ry and 
the Georgia road with the Louisville and 
Nashville. Mr. Smith had come down from 
Louisville and Mr. Comer having come 
up from Savannah. Mr. Smith appeared 
to be deeply interested in the case as he 
pas through all the argument.

Major Cumming directed his argument 
first to the point that neither the Central 
nor the Louisville and Nashville ever ac- 
quired any interest in property under the 
contract which they made with Mr. Wad- 
ley in 1881. All they got under that con- 
tract was the right to operate through 
commissioners the Georgia railroad and to 
ehare equally in the profits if there were 
any. The contracts carried no exclusive 
half interest to either one or the other of 
the sublessees. Major Cumming stated that 
these commissioners did not always pair 
off, three on one side and three on the 
ather of a question. There was a seventh 
commissioner, selected by the other six, 
and he was the general manager of the 
‘road. He was chosen to operate for the 
joint interests of both. Major Cumming 
drew the original leases or contracts, the 
one which Mr. Wadley made with the 
Georgia and the two which he made sub- 
gequently with the other roads. These in- 
struments were drawn, said he, with never 
@ thought of any one else coming into the 
situation. The counsel went on to say that 
Mr. Wadley had no estate in the Georgia 
railroad to transfer, notwithstanding any 
opinion the speaker may have expressed 


‘at some previous time. It seems that Mr.

Crawford had run up on an opinion -writ- 


ten by Major Cumming a few years ago 


when the question came up as to whether 
in case the Central defaulted on its share 
of the interest, the Louisville and Nash- 
ville ought to pay the whole amount.

that the Louisville and Nashville was re- 
@ponsible for the whole amount if its co- 
lessee failed to put up. 

Major Cumming declared that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville had no idea of confiscat- 
ing the old Central’s half interest. The 
Louisville and Nashville recognizes that 
perhaps there are some rights attached to 
‘that interest, and if there is anything due 
to any one by the Louisville and Nashville, 
that company stands ready to pay it after 
The counsel for 
the Georgia road said that the Central’s 
receiver, Mr. Comer, paid $300,000 in the 
course of four years toward making up 
the Central’s part of the deficit in the ren- 
tal. Never but once has the Georgia road 
earned enough clear money to pay the 
full rental, which is $600,000 a year. —~ 

“The Central had up $500,000 in securities 
to protect the lessor. If the Central failed 
to pay its rent the securities would have 
been forfeited. So it had to go into its 
Own treasury or lose its collateral. That 
is why the receiver paid out $300,000 from 
the Central’s treasury on account of the 
Georgia railroad lease. He wanted to save 
that $500,000 or the securities which were 
supposed to be worth half a million.” 

Major Cumming added that these secu- 
rities have shrunk in value. A large issue 


ing to $95,300 par value, were wiped out 
by foreclosure of that company. 

The Georgia still holds a certificate for 
e@bout $120,000 of Southwestern * railroad 


stock, but the company was enjoined from ' 
using the certificate. As Major Cumming’

Major Cumming replied that he did not 
think the public interest was in the mind 
of any party to the lease when it was 
made sixteen years ago. 

Mr. Alex King discussed the Louisville 
and Nashville’s side of the case for two 
hours, presenting it clearly and forcibly. 
He tersely reviewed his client’s intervening 
bill and urged that the bankruptcy of the 
old Central extinguished its right under 
the Wadley contract to a voice in the con- 
trol of the Georgia. He deemed that his 
bill was multifarious, as had been charged 
by Mr. Crawford, but stated that he would 
accept the designations given it by Mr. 
Crawford and admit it to be a “polyglot 
bill.’’

The attorney proceeded to construe the 
three leases or contracts on which this 
case hangs.

not an assignment of any interest in an 
estate. Then it follows that neither the 
Louisville and Nashville nor the Central 
had the right to transfer or assign the 
estate. 

“Your honor asked this morning whether 
the Louisville and Nashville and the Qin- 
cinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
would have operated the Georgia railroad 
harmoniously. Of course it is possible that 
they might have. jointly opersted it ‘in 
harmony, but being strong competitors for 
business, I take it that they would soon 
be in litigation. Each would want business 
going to the west, and it is not probable 
that they would long dwell together in 
peace and harmony.” : 

Judge Pardee asked Mr. King’s views 
on the reason for the arrangement made 
between Mr. Wadley and the lessee rail- 
roads. These roads and Wadley agroed 
that each road should choose three com- 
missioners and these six should select a 


seventh to operate the Georgia railrvad. ‘ 


Mr. King replied that he thought this 
scheme was invented so that it would rot 
appear that the two lessee railroads wer? 
dealing direct with the Georgia railroad 
and obtaining control of the property. The 
Louisville and Nashville has made gocd 
the entire amount of the deficit tn rental 
for a year or more. Thomas and Ryan 
offered to make it good once and the Cen- 
tral made an offer at another time. The 
Georgia's offic.als had declined to accept 
from either, stating that the rental had 
been paid. 

Judge Pardee asked if the collateral put 
up by the old Central had ever been ten- 
dered by. the Georgia to any one. Mr. 
King answered that it had nut been. The 
Georgia’s general manager did not know 
to whom to account. The Central had 
claimed the old half-interest. The Mercan- 
tile Trust Company, which bought in cer- 
tain of the Central’s assets for the reorgan- 
ization committee, had filed a claim and 
Thomas and Ryan, the reorganizers, claim- 
ed that they were entitled to the old Cen- 
tral’s half-interest in the lease and every- 
thing that went with it. 

Mr. King denied that the Kentucky con- 
stitution interfered with the Louisville and 
Naskville holding a part or a whole inter- 
ést.in a railroad in Georgia. At the conclu- 
sion of his argument the court took a 
recess until this morning at 10 o’clock.

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THE GEORGIA 


The Charleston and Western Carolina 
Will Not Remain Bottled Up. 


MAY BUILD A NEW LINE HERE 


: 


An Offer Reported To Have Been Made 
to the Louisville and Nashville. 


PRIGE ASKED FOR IT WAS 100 uo | 


If Thomas and Ryan Fail To Get an In- 
terest in the Georgia Lease, Then 
a New Road May Come. — 


Will the Georgia railroad be paralleled 
from Atlanta to Augusta? 

That depends. : 

Mr. Henry Crawford, who is associated 
with General Sam Thomas and Mr. Thomas 
Ryan in the ownership of the Charleston 
and Western Carolina, says that system 
will not remain bottled up at Augusta. Mr. 
Crawford is its vice president and general 
counsel. 

Sunday’s Constitution contained a dis- 
patch from Augusta stating that half a 
dozen officers and employees of the Charles- 
ton and Western Carolina 


Atlanta. 

Mr. Crawford, who is in Atlanta engaged 
in the suit for control of a half interest 
in the lease of the Georgia road, was 
asked yesterday if he and Messrs. Thomas 
and Ryan are behind the application for a 
charter for the proposed road. 

“TIT reserve my answer,” he replied. 

“If you lose this case will you parallel 
the Georgia?’’ 

Again Mr. Crawford declined to answer. 

“If you win this case and get a half 
interest in the lease of the Georgia, will 
your employees on the Charleston and 
Western Carolina go ahead and build a 
competing line?”

‘But this is certain,’’ he added. ‘‘We do 
not intend to remain bottled up at Augusta. 
We have a system of about 350 miles in 
South Carolina. It is capable of being 


made a very good system. We have a con- | 


tract for entrance into Charleston and we 
want an outlet to the west. And we are 
going to get it.’ 

The contract to which Mr. Crawford re- 
ferred is one with the Plant system which 
will allow the Charleston and Western 
Carolina to go into Charteston over 
its tracks from Yemasee. What conditions 
are imposed is not known, but perhaps it 
is conditional upon the Western Carolina 
getting a western connection. It will be re- 
membered that when the announcement was 


made last spring that such an alliance had 
Mr... 


been made, a denial was given to it. 
Crawford says there is a contract for en- 
traneé into Charleston. The Charleston 
and Western Carolina extends from Augus- 
ta to Spartanburg, with branches to Wal- 
halla and Greenville. There is also a line 
from Augusta to Port Royal. These lines 
formerly were controlled by the Central 
of Georgia. 

At Augusta this system connects with 
the Central of Georgia and the Georgia 
railroad for western business, the Georgia 
being the strong line. The Georgia gives all 
its traffic, or practically all, wfiich is bound 
for Charleston to the Soutfi Carolina and 
Georgia, its preferred connection. The 
Thomas and Ryan system has no friend 
there, and it has to fight hard for every- 
thing it gets. Naturally it desires a west- 
ern outlet. Unless it gets one it remains a 
local system. 

This throws some light on the motive 
for the proceedings brought by Thomas and 
Ryan to get established in the lease of 
the Georgia. Could they win that point 
in the courts, they would be in a 
position to say to the Georgia road that it 
must at least divide its business. , 

There is another gtory about their move. 

Here is the way it was put yesterday by 
a gentleman who has official connection 
with one of the roads concerned: © 

“General Thomas and Mr. Ryan want to 
sell their system, the Charleston and West- 
ern Carolina, to the Louisvillé and Nash- 
ville. A proposition has been made by them 
to the Louisville and Nashville. Their 
price was considered to. be too high and 
was not accepted. If they are put in pos- 
session of the. old Central railroad’s half 
interest in the lease of the Georgia, they 
will be in a better position to get their 
gs in that, they will be en- 
abled to divert some of the through busi- 
ness from the west and thus operate their 
road perhaps on a paying basis. I take it 
that this fight in the court and this move- 
ment to get a charter for a parallel line 
are plays to force the Louisville and Nash- 
ville to buy. Another line between Atlanta 
and Augusta is not needed and it would, 
of course, injure the Georgia road’s earn- 
ing capacity. As it stands now, that road 
is good to earn from $350,000 to $600,000 a 
year. It never has earned $600,00@ in one 
year except once. Last year, however, it 
made @ very good /showing, and it 
ing up toward thé $600,000 mark.

“I presume that if.the Georgia were par- 
alleled, Messrs. Thomas and Ryan would 
count on making connection here with the 
Southern railway. It would t, of course, 
be in any better position ‘with regard to 
the Louisville and Nasliville, which would 
send all its through business from the west 
over the Georgia.” 

The proposed rou = for the new road is 
announced to be about twenty-five miles 


shorter than the Georgia between Atlanta 


and Augusta. ~ 

From what Mr. Crawford said about get- 
ting an outlet-to the west, the inference 
is plain that if he’ loses this case which is 
now being heard in the United States court, 
more will be heafd from the scheme to 
build a new railroad from Atlanta to Au- 
gusta. If he wins the case, there wiil be 
no reason ‘to build ‘it. ©

UNIVERSITY DAY IN THE HOUSE 


Discussion Takes Up Nearly All the 
Time of the Lower Body. 


The legislators dropped in one by one, 
all of them with sleepy looks on their faces 
as if they had been dissipating rather reck- 
lessly since they were turned loose last 
Saturday. When the roll was called not 
more than forty of the members were in 
the chamber. Prayer was offered by Dr. 
Walker Lewis. While the clerk called the 
roli the members sat around in a listless 
‘and uninterested manner, as if they did not 
appreciate the fact that they were just 
beginning on the most important week of 
the legislature. Before the day was vover 
they woke up to this fact. Mr. Calvin, of 
R.chmond, had his flour bill made speciaf 
order for next. Friday. The bill provides 
‘that all mixed flour shall have marked 
on the sacks the words, ‘‘mixed flour.’’ \ 

Wanted Another Report. \ 

Mf. Underwood, of Franklin, moved to 
have his bill to abolish the county court 
of Franklin taken up and recommitted to 
ithe committee on counties and county mat- 
‘ters. Mr. Fogarty, of R.chmond, raised 
the point that the bill by the gentleman 
from Franklin had already been considered 
by two committees and unfavorably report- 
ed by both. He said that if the house con- 
. tinued to send bills back to the commitiee 
until a report was secured that would 
\please the author, the legislature would nev- 
er finish up the business. Mr. Rutherford, of 
‘Monroe, as a member of’ one of the com- 
mittees that rendered an adverse report, 
opposed the bill. He: said that the merits 
of the -bill had been investigated and that 
the committee had found that the court 
Should not be abolished. He regretted the 
\Mecessity of fighting a local bill, but the 
grand jury of Franklin county had reported 
,that the county court was doing a good 
‘Work. 


Politics Behind It. . 


-. The movement to abolish the county 
court seems to be a populist effort. Mem- 
ers of ‘the general judiciary committee 
‘said that it was s'mply a political fight; 

at Wnderwood had failed to show the 
slightest reason for abolishing the court, 
and that it had been clearly shown that 
Underwood was simply making a fight that 
Would please his populist supporters. Sev- 
®ral populists spoke in favor of the bill.

The Blalock Sensation. 


At this point the first real live sensation 
of the legislature burst like a big bombshell 
in the midst of the quiet chamber. The 
sensation came at one of the dullest mo- 
ments of the day’s session. No one ex- 
pected such lively developments and when 
the calm of a ‘Monday morning was broken 
by the sudden clash of two powerful fac- 
tions the sleeping solons woke up in sur- 
prise, the loud-lipped legislators proceeded 
to think up speeches that would fit the 
Situation and acting speaker made a des- 
perate effort to stay the storm which he 
Saw was ready to break over the assembly. 

The sensation came along with a mes- 
sage from the governor. The message was 
short but it. was full of meaning. 
tained a letter which spoke for itself and 
which had the immediate effect of stirring 
the whole house into a state of intense 
excitement. The message from the pover- 
nor referred to the Blalock committee re- 
port at which the members of the board 
of trustees of the state university had 
taken umbrage for some attack which they 
claimed had been made upon the university 
trustees by the Blalock committee. The 
governor requested that the legislature 
meet in joint session and hear the com- 
plaint of the university trustees, The més- 
sage from the governor follows in full: 


The Governor’s Message. 


“Executive Depattment, Atlanta, Ga., 
November 15, 1897.—Gentlemen of the Gen- 
eral Assembiy: I am in receipt of a letter 
from the chairman of the board of trustees 
of the university dated November 13, :897, 
which reads as follows:

As soon as the message had been read 
Speaker Jenkins called Mr. Longley, of 
Troup, to the chair and descended to the 
floor of the house. Mr. Blalock, of Fay- 
ette, chairman of the committee which was 
referred to in the message, rushed up to 
the clerk’s desk and grabbed the message. 
Then the legislators saw that trouble was 
on hand. In the short space of a minute 
Mr. Jenkins prepared and sent up the fol- 
lowing resviution which precipitated the 
desperate fight which followed:

‘‘Whereas, The governor in his message 
just received this day has recommended 
that the general assembly, hear the board

I hope 
that this resolution will not pass.’’’

On the contrary, 
the president of the agricultural college in 
his speech befote us declared that the 
legislature ‘has relieved us of teaching the 
mechanic arts,’ and he also declared that 
‘a good many think it was the intention of 
the federal government to endow a chair 
of practical agriculture; clearl¥ that was 
not the intention.’ 

“Mr. A. L. Hull, one of the board of 
trustees and treasurer of the board, and 
also chairman ‘of the finance committee, 
said: before your:committee: ‘I do not be- 
lieve the work. of:the chair of agriculture 
has resulted im aay good at all for the last 
five years,’ and wtated that he ‘believed 


that the present’ system: could be wonder- . 


fully improved,+-#ut not under. the present 
management,’ and that ‘neither the trustees 
nor a committee of trustees has visited the 
.farm for years.’ Rev. °J. Hunnicutt, 
professor of agriculture, said ‘the trustees 
have not given this department any encour- 


agement or attention; that on an average 


there had been in that department only one 
student and sometimes none. In the 
months of January, February and March, 
which.I call supplementary terms, I have 
averaged about eight. Two men matricu- 


{‘ated*in my department this year for the 


purpose of engaging in ball playing. I be- 
lieve that if this college was run like it 
should be, the college would have from 0 


} to 600 students every year. There are plenty 


of boys wanting \to come and cannot. Have 
had a number of boys come to me wanting 
to work on the farm to get an education, 
‘and I have asked the trustees to let me hire 
them and they refused. As things now 
stand, we cannot use the experimental 
farm in Athens. The general animus of 
the faculty seems to be that the agricul- 
tural department is not necessary to, and 
it receives no encouragement whatever.’ 

“The trustees further testify that after 
Professor Hunnicutt had been elected, the 
department had been worse than a failure. 
Yet with that knowledge before them, not 
one of the board has visited the farm or 
The testimony 
came from their own households. If they 
had more they should have sent it by the 
committee. If they want the truth to come 
out, let them come here and let me and 
others ask them questions and subject them 
to examinations, and do not let them come 
here and make ex parte statements in their 
favor. The trustees knew the examination 
into. the affairs of the university would be 
made. “They ask that the trustees shall be 
allowed to come here and make an argu- 
ment to sustain the university in the past 
and not to let the truth be brought out by 
questions. ; 

‘This is a precedent that will be a great 
evil in Georgia. If this board is allowed 
to appear here in the way suggested, it 
will result in much harm.’’ 

Mr. Blalock now offered a substitute to 
Mr. Jenkins’s resolution. The substitute 
provided that the board of trustees be in- 
vited to appear before the house in commit- 
tee of the whole on next Wednesday at 11 
o’clock. 


Mr. Jenkins Gets Fiery. 


Speaker Jenkins. who was still on the 
floor, made a warm speech. He said: 

“When I introduced my resolution I had 
no idea it would provoke one solitary dis- 
sent.

It’s a marked discourtesy to ask these 
men to be here at night. I am not willing 
to ignore these courtesies that are now 
crumbling into dust. The high and honor- 
able position of these men demands that 
they be heard in the day.”’ 

Mr. Blalock made a statement in explana- 
tion of his position. He said that he was 
in favor of hearing the trustees, but he 
wanted the hearing to be given in a proper 
manner. He said: 

“T want the members of my committee to 
be entirely unprejudiced in this matter, Not 
to be led away by sentiment or anything. 
I want to say that in this investigation the 
members of this committee tried to do their 
duty to Georgia. Mr. Jenkins says that the 
high position of the trustees demands that 
they be shown these extraordinary courte- 
sies. If the time has come in Georgia 
when one man is held to be more honorable 
than another, then it is time to call a halt. 
The humblest citizen deserves a hearing, 
as well as the most dignified public ser- 
vant. These men have a right to be heard. 
The proper way to hear them is in com- 
mittee of the whole. They have no right 
to @ome here an@ make their argument 
and the members of this legislature be not 
allowed the small privilege of asking them 
questions. I am for a better agricultural 
condition in this state. I want agriculture 
encouraged. I think it should be offered 
every encouragement, but I do not believe 
in a pretense. :

Ago, we should have in Georgia today a 
ereat central institution of learning out- 
Teaching and over-topping any and all 
establishments south of Baltimore, Such 
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ure is not due to lack of merit in their 
scheme, but to the unexplainable preju- 
dices which have embarrassed all who 
favor higher education. These preju- 
dices have dogged every effort on the 
part of right-thinking men to give the 
university the place which its founders 
intended it should occupy in our system. 

Georgia, which Was as forward in es 
tablishing and fostering education as 
any state, has done less for its univer- 
sity than any other southern state. It 
must be borne in mind that the federal 
land scrip fund in no way affects the 
matter of state taxation. ‘That fund is 
a thing apart. It is a government ap- 
propriation for a specified purpose. It 
was accepted: by the state during the 
administration of Governor Smith, and 
with the clear understanding that the 
terms under which its bestowal was 
made should be faithfully carried out. 
The trustees of the university are 
charged with the responsibility of 
applying the fund for the uses for which 
it was set apart. These trustees are 
men of character and ability, and they 
can be depended upon to do their duty. 

The diversion of this fund from the 
university will not divert the fund itself 
from the only use to which jt can be 
lawfully applied. The diversion would 
cripple the university without materialiy 
helping any other institution, and so 
the general cause of education will be 
hurt. There.is no good reason why the 
educational energies that have been con- 
centrated at the university should be di- 
vided. These energies bear no just re- 
lation to the wealth and population of 
the state, but such as they are, no good 
can come of depriving them of even @ 
small part of their potency. 

Not an educational institution in the 
state would be helped by wrecking the 
university. There is no bargain count- 
er in education. In so far as the uni- 
versity is crippled, just so far will the 
cause of -education in Georgia be hurt. 
All our educational institutions should 
stand together in harmony and make 
common cause against the elements that 
are trying to make the university the 
victim of their opposition to higher edu- 
cation.

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Postmaster Fox. 

After four years of zealous and effic- 
ient service in one of the most arduous 
roles which a public servant can be 
called upon to fill, Postmaster Amos Fox 
retires from the Atlanta postmastership 
with the consciousness of having faith- 
fully discharged its obligations. 

To say that Postmaster Fox has meas- 
ured fully up to public expectations is to 
state in mild terms what stronger lan- 
guage would express no better. Enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office with the 
fixed resolve to build: up and improve the 
local mail service Postmaster Fox has 
not.only succeeded in this endeavor but 
has given to Atlanta during his official 
tenure a clean, business-like and con- 
servative administration. / Such being 
the case, it is not surprising that he 
shonld carry with him into retirement 
the well-earned gratitude of his fellow 
citizens. 

One of the first indications of ability 
manifested by Postmaster Fox on assum- 
ing the duties of his office was in the 
appointment of able. and trustworthy 
subordinates to assist him in meeting its 
responsibilities, and without subtfacting 
in the least from the credit which be- 
longs to Postmaster Fox some credit is 
likewise due to his assistants. During 
the past four years Atlanta’s growth, ip 
spite of adverse circumstandes, has béen 
phenomenal, and the duties which this 
growth has entailed upon the ‘postmas- 
ter have been correspondingly enlarged, 
For example, the receipts arising from 
the sale of stamps alone amounted dur- 
ing the administration of Postmaster 
Fox to $915,712.42, whereas for the pre- 
ceding administration the receipts aris- 
ing from the sale of stamps amounted to 
onlx $693,712.38, showing a difference in 
these receipts of more than $220,000.

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Emperor William and the Pope. 

Of all the queer antics which have 
made young Emperor William of Ger- 
many the laughing stock of Europe dur- 
ing the past few years none has 
equaled in absurdity the personal com- 
plaint which that obstreperous young 
sovereign filed against his holiness, the 
pope of Rome. 

To quote the language of this erratic 
complaint as set forth in recent news 
dispatches received in this country it is 
charged that Pope Leo, instead of up- 
holding the triple alliance composed of 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Italy, 
has insisted upon throwing the inflia- 
ence of the vatican upon the side of 
France and Russia, composing what is 
known as the dual alliance. ‘For this 
papal offense it is claimed in the for- 
eign news dispatches that Emperor Wil- 
liam has paid his respects to the head-ef 
the Roman church in language more ex- 
pressive than devout, and furthermore, 
threatened, unless Pope Leo. should 
abandon his offensive policy, to retaliate 
against the German Catholics. 

Of course it is possible that the antic 
imputed to Emperor William in this in- 
stance may be without warrant, but soa 
often has the young emperor figured in 
amusing roles since coming to the Ger- 
man throne thaf\the public is at length 
prepared to credit almost any rumor 
with which his name ig coupled. Barely 
two months have elapsed since the 
young emperor in:one of his addresses 
to the people declared himself to be the 
ruler of the German empire by divine 
right. One who thus looks upon him- 
self as the vice-gerent of the almighty 
is not apt to stand back on ceremony 
when the pope of Rome, or any other 
religious dignity, is to be addressed. 
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Dangerous Legislation. 

The bills recently introduced in both 
branches of the legislature providing 
for an extension of the scope and powers 
of the railroad commission are mischiey- 
ous in their tendencies and should be 
closely scrutinized. Various motives 
have been suggested to explain the in- 
troduction of these’ measures, among 
which may be mentioned an effort on the 
part of the commissioners to increase 


their labors as an offset to the bill re- 


ducing their compensation. We are 
satisfied that this cannot be the true mo- 
tive behind these measures, as the op- 
ponents of reducing the salaries of the 
commissioners urge with great force 
the fact that the Georgia commission 
already performs double the labors in- 
volved in any other state commission. 

-It has also been suggested that these 
bills grow out of a desire on the part of 
the commissioners to increase their pow- 
er by enlarging the scope of the com- 
mission, but the weakness of this sug- 
gestion is apparent in the fact that no 
commission’ has been clothed with such 
plenary powers as the commission of 
this state. 

The assertion has been freely made 
that these bills spring from a desire 
to overload ‘the commission, impair its 
usefulness and make it so unpopular 
that its dissolution will result. The 
character of the members introducing 
these bills is a conclusive refutation of 
these assertions and leaves the real mo- 
tive still in doubt. 

But whatever the motive may be, it 
remains that the best interegts of the 
public and of the commission will not 
be served by the passage of these bills. 
To put under the control of the railroad 
commission gas, water, electric, street 
railway, telephone and sleep car com- 
panies would be to subvert t .> purposes 
of the commission, impair its functions 
and cripple its usefulness. The next 
logical step would be to include all other 
branches of commerce and business, and 
a possible sequence would be, an effort 
to withdraw the railroads from their 
control. 

The bills are dangerous in their ten- 
dencies, and should not be enacted into 
law. 

If there must be state control, let it be 
in some other way. .

Various indeed are the ways in which 
eccentric people indulge their little pecu- 
liarities, says the Paris correspondent of 
The London Telegraph, but a decidedly 
original manner has been adopted by an 
old. lady living here.

Scarcely a 
sign of life is there about the place, and 
the house has remained in a similar state 
over a quarter of a century. The owner is 
an old lady, who, on September 4, 1870, the 
day:on which the republic was proclaimed, 
resolutely determined that no one affected 
by republican ideas should ever cross the 
threshold of her dwelling. To avoid any 
such dreadful contingency she simply de- 
clined to allow anyone inside, and has re- 
fused all offers to hire either apartments 
or the shop below. The only time she 
breaks through her hard and fast rule is 
when workmen are permitted to enter in 
order to\.carry out repairs. Painters. car- 
penters, locksmiths and masons once a 
year in turn invade her privacy and make 
good any damage. To relatives whose 
political tendencies are the same as her 
own she is particularly gracious, but at the 
death of éach one an apartment in the 
building is sealed up, and now all are 
closed barring the very small one at the 
back of the house, which the anti-republi- 
can hermit reserves for her own use and 
that of her three servants. This strange 
behavior on the part of an old lady hag re- 
peatedly excited comment, and numerous 
have beey the attempts of people to gain 
an entrance by some ruse or other. All 
their efforts are foiled by d servant, 
who guards the front door with dragon- 
like vigilance, and the would-be\ intruder 
soon finds the portal slammed in his face 
and himself none the. wiser for his curi- 
osity.

Some Passport Rules. 
From The Youth's Companion. 

There are few countries in which trav-, 
elers now require passports in order to 
promote their convenience and security. In 
Brazil and Venezuela qa passport must be 
shown to the officials before one is al- 
lowed to leave the country fur a foreign 
port. This is a vexatious measure, enforced 
apparently for the sake.of enabling a fcw 
Officials to collect small fees. In Cuba 
passports are produced ‘whenever travelers 
arrive or depart. This precaution is con- 
sidered necessiry in view of the pvlitical 
cendition of unrest prevailing in the Iis- 
land 

In Russia passport regulations are en- 
forced with great stringency. No traveler 
is allowed to enter the empire until he has 
obtained a passport and convinced the 
Russian consular officers at the port from 
which he sails that he i neither a Khoman 
Catholic priest nor a Hebrew. The ques- 
tion ordinarily asked is: “‘What is your 
religion?” but it ig designed to provide 
against the entry of either of these two_ 
classes. When the traveler arrives at 4 
Russian port, with a passport which has 
heen properly viseed and countersigned at 
a consular office, it is critically. examined 
by a police officer and duly registered. At 
the entrance of the hotel another police 
officer takes possession of the document, 
and, in the course of twenty-four hours, 
returns it with a permit for a limited resi- 
dence in the country. : 

When the traveler departs for another 
city in the empire he must have the pass- 
port countersigned by ithe police. . This

Corn Dumplings and Corn Bread. 


Editor Constitution—Please allow me to 
say a few words on the subject :of corn 


dumplings and corn bread. For the benefit’ 


of the Indiana editor, who is not blessed 
with turnip greens, I will tell how to 
make good corn dumplings without the 
greens. Boil a piece of joint meat, either 
ham or shoulder; when done take it up, 
skim half teacup of grease off of the water 
that the meat has been boiled in, pour it 
in a quart of sifted meal, put a little salt 
and a generous dash of black pepper in the 
meal, then finish mixing the meal with 
some of the water that the meat is boiled 
in till you have dough stiff enongh to 
handle; take a piece about the size of a 
biscuit, mash flat and drop them in the 
boiling water that the meat has been taken 
vut of; boil about twenty minutes, take up 
on a dish, skim a little of the top of the 
pot.-and put on them; serve hot. They are 
better if the meat has taken salt and been 
smoked a little. 

have a sure way of curing meat so 
that skippers never bother it. I never sack 
nor rub any mixture of any kind on meat. 
I often have side meat and hams two 
years old perfectly sound and sweet. I 
want to give cooks that use steam ground 
meal a peint. After sifting your meal pour 
a teacupful of boiling water in it: then 
proceed to mix it as you always do; this 
gives any kind of corn bread a sweeter 
taste, especially plain bread. Batter cakes 
that have meal in them are delicious if 
the meal is scalded. NS,

Fight for Assistant Postmastership 
Takes Sensational Turn, 


SMYTH TRIS TO FIRE COUPER

HEARING WILL COME UP TODAY 


Plaintiff Will Claim He Is Protected 
by Civil Service—Defense Wiil 
Deny the Claim—Smyth Had 
Already -Appointed 
Blodgett. 


The fight for Atlanta's assistant postmas- 
tership waxes warmer. Major W. H. 
Smyth, newly apopinted postmaster, 
appointed by the new administration, took 
charge of the office last night. Dr. Fox, 
who has been postmaster for the last four 
years, stepped out. Major Couper, assist- 
ant postmaster under Dr. Fox, did not go 
with him. Thereby hangs a warm tale. 

Major Couper has contended for some 
time that he would not resign when the 
new regime took charge. He said he was 
protected by the civil. service laws; that 
Major Smyth had no right té fire him; 
that he intended to hold his job. He is still 
holding the job. As to whether his official 
seat gets too hot for him will be deter- 
mined by Judge Newman in the United 
States court this morning. 

Two weeks ago Major Smyth notified Ma- 
jor Couper his services would be no longer 
needed after the 15th instant. Major Coup- 
er paid little attention to the friendly ex- 
hortation. Yesterday Major Smyth wrote 
a letter to Major Couper informing him 
again that his services would be no lenger 
needed after last night. Major Couper did 
not heed this communication. He also re- 
ceived still another communication from 


the 


Major Smyth offering an opportunity for ° 


resignation without dismissal, Major Coup- 
er remained as firm as Gibraltar. 

Ta add to the interest of this clash. of 
the clans. Major Smyth had already ap- 
pointed Ed Blodgett to fill Major Couper’s 
position. Blodgett was on the scene, ex- 
pecting to go to work. Major Smyth want- 
ed him to go to work. But he had an ele- 
phant on his hands in the shape of the 
present incumbent. 

Major Couper has been expecting just 
such an emergency for several weeks, and 
he was prepared. He had already engaged 
Hamiltop Douglas and J. C. Bond, the well 
known attorneys, as his counsel, who pre- 
sented to Judge Newman late. yesterday 
afternoon a bill for injunction against Ma- 
jor Smyth ousting Major Couper from his 
job. Judge Newman granted a temporary 
restraining order, requiring Major Smyth 
not to disturb Major Couper’s official equi- 
librium until the courts could determine 
the legality of the controversy. Major 
Smyth acquiesced, and Major Couper, se- 
rene and smiling, with a significant wink 
in both eyes, is still on top with the honors 
of first blood. 

The First Fight Comes Today. 

The fearing of the injunction will come 
up before Judge Newman at 10 o’clock this 
Mr. Ham- 
ilton Douglass will represent the plaintiff. 
Colonel Ed Angier, the district attorney, 
will represent the defendant. The battle 
will be & warm one, and considering it is 
the first case of this kind that has evér 
been heard in the United States, and ow- 
ing to the importance of the precedence 
which the decision will establish, the hear- 
ing will attract universal interest. 

Mr. Douglass will base his cane on the 
claim that Major Couper is under the civil 
service; that holding such a position he 
cannot be fired or transferred for political 
reasons without specific charges being filed 
against him. 

(Moreover, Mr. Douglass will cite the deci- 
sion of United States District Court Judge 
Jackson, of West Virginia, rendered sevy- 
eral days ago, which states that employees 


of the civil service cannot be discharged, 


for causes political. The following rules 

of the civil service commission will also be 

cited: 
RULE II, 

“Section 3. No person in the executive 
civil service shall dismiss, or cause to be 
dismissed, or make any attempt to procure 
the dismissal of, or in any manner change 
the official rank or compensation of any’ 
person therein because of his political or 
religious opinions ofr affiliations.” 

“Section, 7. A person €Qolding a position 
on the date said position is classified under 
the civil service act, shall be entitled to 
all the rights and benefits possessed by per- 
sons of the same class or grade appointed 
upon examination under the provisions of 


said act.” 
RULE Iil. : 

“Section 4. The postoffice serv'<e shall in- 
clude the officers and employees in any free 
delivery postoffice who have been, or may 
hereafter be, classified under the civil ser- 
vice act. And whenever the free delivery 
system shal] be established in any post- 
office, the postmaster general shall at once 
notify the commission of such establish- 
ment, and the officers or employees of said 
office shall be included within the classified 
service from the date of such establish- 
ment.’” ‘ 
Is Major Couper Under Civil Service? 

The fight will hinge practically one one 
point—whether Major Couper is under civil 
service. He contends that he is. Major 
Smyth is not so positive as Major: Couper. 
but believes the latter is not. The repub- 
lican leaders state Major Couper is in no 
way under the civil service. The matter, 


‘therefore, when sifted down resolves itself 


into this: If Major Couper is under civil 


service he will keep his job; if not, he will 


loose it. |

When asked for his opinion on the sub- 
ject last night, Dr. Fox stated he did not 
believe Major Couper was strictly under 
the civil service, and would not be able to 
hold his position. He based his decision 
mainly on the facts Major Couper had 
never been examined for his-position, and 


that he had not risen in the office by pro- 
motion. 


The letter of dismissal which Major 
Smyth wrote to Major Couper is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., November 15, 1897.—Major 
James M. Couper, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: 
Considering it to be to the best intcrests of 
the service, I have the honor to tnform you 
that your services as essistant postmaster 
in this offic> will not be required after 
this date. Very respectfully, your obedient

Accompanying this document was anoth- 
er from Major Smyth, someing more of a 
personal nature, which gives Major Couper 
a chance to resign if the wishes to do so. 
It was as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., November  15.—Major 
James '‘M. Couper, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
In order that you may be promptly in- 
formed of your status with reference to 
this office I hand you the enclosed (refer- 
ring to first letter) notification a little in 
advance of my actually taking possession. 
I have acted upon the theory that you’do 
not wish to resign, as you desire to test 
your rights in the premises with the civil 
service commission. Should you change 
your mind, however, I can withdraw the 
notification. With the highest regards to 
you personally, I am very truly yours, 

“WW. H. SMYTH, Postmaster. 
Major Smyth Takes Charge. 

Major Smyth took ¢harge of the post- 
Office at 7:30 o’clock last night. Dr. Fox, 
Major Couper and other assistants turned 
over the books, papers and property of the 
office to the new incumbents, all of which 
was found in perfect condition. Major 
Couper turned over the stamps, etc. ,to 
Major Smyth and Mr. Blodgett, and all 
seemed to be in the best of humor. Through 
ail this controversy Major Couper and 
Major Smyth have been on the best of 
terms. 

Dr, Fox received numerous assurances 
of appreciation of his kindness and from 
the employees of the office as well as from 
prominent business men congratulating 
him on the grand success he has made out 
of his administration. Dr. Fox moved his 
desk from his private office yesterday, but 
will remain at the custom house for some 
time yet winding up his business. 

Major Smyth will be at his desk bright 
and early this morning. Mr. Blodgett will 
be there too, but he will not go to work. 
He stated last night he thought he was 
entitled to the position, but left everything 
to Major Smyth. Bledgett has just re- 
turned from the Nashville exposition, 
where he was highly complimented on his 
work as superintendent of installation. 

“I was somewhat surprised,’’ said Major 
Smyth last night, “the. Major Couper took 
his case into the courts. I expected some- 
thing of the kind, but thought the battle 
case would come before the civil service 
commission, We shall, of course, try to 
put in Mr.. Blodgett, as he has already 
been appoirgted. We furthermore believe we 
shall succeed. Of course Major Couper 
has a right to contend for his rights, and 
if he succeeds I shall accept the conse- 
quences. There is no feeling of a personal 
nature between Major Couper and myself.” 

The battle royal comes this morning at 
10 o’Cock. 


DON’T WANT SIDEWALK MOVED. 


Administrator Turman Asks Court 
To Restrain the City. 

S. B. Turman, administrator of the Or- 
mond estate, filed a petition'for injunction 
yesterday against Mayor Collier and the 
city of Atlanta to prevent them from tak- 
ing up curbstone and sidewalk which had 
been @laced around the estate. 

A 2 restraining order was grant- 
ed and the case set for a hearing on No- 
vember 2th, at which it will be finally de- 
termined whether or not the city will be 
permanently restrained from moving the 
sidewalk. 

From the city’s side of the case it seems 
that this sidewalk was put down, and as 
was usual in such cases the bill for the 
work sent to the owner, or as in this case 
the administrator of the estate for pay- 
ment. The money for the work, it ap- 
pears, was not forthcoming, and the es- 
tate was notified that if the money was not 
paid the sidewalk would be taken up. 

As a result of this notification the re- 
straining order of yesterday was filed and 
the matter in that way goes to the courts 
for decision. : 

It seems that the administrator will hold 
that the thirty days’ notice which is usually 
given was not given in this case and that 
the sidewalk was put down and payment 
demanded without the estate being made 
aware of the fact that the work was going 


on. 
When the demand was made for payment 
for the sidewalk and notice given that if 


it ‘was not forthcoming the sidewalk would’ 


be taken up the administrator filed the re- 
straining order. 

The papers were filed by Attorney Vas- 
sar Woolley, who would not discuss the 
case. It seems to be the idea of the plain- 
tiff, however, that’ the city intended to 
take up the sidewalk ang then give thirty 
days’ notice and put it back again. 

At the time the notice was given for the 
work it appears that the administrator 
had not yet been appointed and for that 
reason did not receive the notice.

Street Railroad Franchise.

Grant Park Driveway. 


Councilzaan Lumpkin, chairrhan of the 
public improvements committee, subrhitted 
a resolution authorizing the construction cf 
the Grant park driveway and appropriating 
$1,600 to construct sewers and culvarts and 
drains, the county to do the grading. 

It was proposed to-take the mone sfrom 
the sewer fund or the street fund, but 
Chairman Peters, of the finance con.mit2 
tee, said both funds had been exhausted 
and he said there is no way to get the 
money before the January apportionment. 
The sewer and culvert section of the reso- 
lution was stricken out and the nrovosition 
was approved to go ahead with the grading 
now. 
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The chief of the sanitary department, 
through the committee on _ sanitation, 
Judge Dorsey, chairman, submitted a com- 
munication stating that there are twenty- 
seven eraployees of the department who 
live outside of the city limits, laborers who 
work at the dumping grounds. This is in 
violation of the law unless approved by the 
council and Judge Dorséy submitted a reso- 
lution authorizing the retention of the em- 
ployees, which was adopted.

New Sanitary Regulation. 


The committee on sewers, through its 
chairman, Councilman Hutchison, reported 
the following ordinance regulating the san- 
itary condition of certain public, places, 
which wags adopted: 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council of the city of Atlanta, 
That from and after the passag®@ of this 
ordinance it shall be unlawful for any rer- 
son, firm or corporation, in erecting or 
constructing privies or water closets, to 
place them on or over any part of the sur- 
face of any street or alley, or extended 
into any part of any area left between 
buildings for the purpose of light and ven- 
tilation. 

‘Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That it shall be the duty 
of the owner, agent or person in charge of 
any real estate within the limits of the city 
of Atlanta having privies or water closets 
which extend over any part of any street 
or any, area left between buildings for the 


_purpose of light and ventilation to remove 
‘such privy or water closet from such loca- 


tion so as to no longer extend or be main- 
tained at any place in the city prohibited 
by this ordinance. 

“Sec. 3. Be it further ordained by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That any person, firm or 
corporation convicted of a violation of th’'s 
ordinance in the _recorder’s court of the 
city of Atlanta shall be punished for such 
violation by a fine not exceeding $100, or 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, 
and each week that such privy or water 
closet shall be maintained, in violation of 
this ordinance, shall constitute a fresh 
offense and shall be punished by fine and 
imprisonment, as heretofore specified. 

“Sec, 4. Ba it further enacted by the au- 
thérity aforesaid, at all ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict with the 
foregoing ordinance be, and the same are 
hereby repealed.””.. ——

It seems that during the month of Jan- 
uary this year Mrs. D. Walpert lost a fine 


valuable. 

The loss of the canine caused considera- 
ble trouble ana distress and a close watch 
has been kept for it since the tirse of its 
disappearance. Some time ago Mrs. Wal- 
pert claims to have seen the dog in the 
possession of a neighbor, Mrs. Tony South, 
and at once made demand for the return 
of the canine. 

The demand, it appears, was refused on 
the ground that it was by no means the 
same dog and Mrs. Walpert immediately 
sued out a possessory warrant in Judge 
Foute’s court, through her attorneys, 


Thomas & Davis. 

When the dog was produced in court at 
the time of the hearing, Mr, and Mrs. Wal- 
pert declared that it was not their dog, 
nor the one Mrs. Walpert had seen in the 
possession of the Souths. The intimation 
was that another dog had been run in on 
them for the special occasion. Evidence 
on this line leaked out at a suvsequegt 
trial held last week when a new posses 
sory warrant was sworn out. 

Judge Foute, after going into thease 
and hearing all the evidence both sides\de- 
sired to present, decided that from the 
time the Souths came into possession and 
the corresponding time when the Walperts 
lost their dog he would award the unfor- 
tunate canine to the Walperts. The de- 
fendants gave notice of certiorari; the 
plaintiffs gave bond and went home, Car- 
rying the dog as spoils of the victory. 

This was only the beginning of the trou- 
bles of the poor water spaniel, and last 
Saturday the defendants went before Jus- 
tice Bloodworth and sued owt bail trover 

Once re the faithful dog was pro- 
duced in vourt. but this time it came with 
a bailiff and not of its own free will. The 
plaintiffs gave bond and the dog went 
back to its kennel. 

Chapter three followed quick succes- 
sion when Mr. Pat O'Connell appeared on 
the scene and sued out bail trover, claiming 
that the identical water spaniel belonged 
to neither the Walperts nor'the Souths, but 
was his property, of which he had been 
deprived some three years. 

Again the dog was produced in court and 
remained under a table until the Walperts 
gave bond, which they df{d very shortly, 
and once more took the dog home. 

The three-cornered fight for the posses- 
sion of this valuable canine will continue 
in the two justice courts. Both the plain- 
tiffs and defendants are determined to re- 
tain possession of the animal and the fight 
w'll continue as long as there is any 
chance for either et them to get possession 
of the dog.

Liquor Men Present a Petition to- the 
City Fathers. 


AGAINST WHOLESALE HOUSES 


Touch Up Drug Stores and Say Trey 
Sell After Hours. 
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WANTS THE MATTER BETTER REGULATED 


Will Bring About an Investigation of 
the Question by Council—There 
Is Great Interest. 


The retail liquor dealers of Aflanta have 
complained against ‘the wholesale liquor 
dealers, the drug store liquor dealers and 
Other dealers who are violating the laws 
of the city by selling liquors at retail to 
the injury of the retail dealers. 

A battle cry note has been sounded by 
the retail men and they propose to right 
what they say is wrong, stop the unlawful 
and unfair retail dealing in liquors by 
those who pay only a small license charge, 
confine the retail business to the proper 
¢ghannel—the retail saloons—all of which 
the retail dealers hope to accomplish by 
the aid and support of, the general coun- 
cil. / 

The retail dealers have petitioned: the 
mayor and general@council to take under 
consideration this question which is. of 
growing importance ‘to the retail dealers 
directly and to the city indirectly, and the 
have asked the council to take 
such action as will give them the protec- 
tion to which they lay claim. t 

The retail liquor dealers assert that the 
customs and ‘abuses of law and official 
misconception of duties have prevailed in 
the city to such an extent that in point 
of fact the retail liquor dealers do a very 
small part of the retail liquor trade. 

They assert that wholesale houses are 
allowed to sell by the quart in violation 
of the spirit if not of the letter of the law 
regulating the liquor traffic in the city 
which fixes the minimum wholesale quan- 
tity at 4 gallon. 

The retail dealers assert that there are 
many dfug stores which take out quart 
licenses and conduct an unlawful and enor- 
mous business outside of the restrictions 
and regulations thrown around either whole- 
sale or retail dealers. 

Drug Stores Sell on Sunday. 

The retail men assert that these drug 
.Stores continually sell at night, after the 
closing hours for the retail men, on Sun- 
days, on holidays and at all other times, 
selling liquors by the quart and in smaller 
quantities. 

The petition of the retail dealers sets 
forth that the evils complained of wo 
not only a gross injustice, but a great 
hardship upon those who pay a high price 
for the exclusive retail privilege, but that 
the practices are also against good morals 
and that the police authorities Seem unable 
to suppress the evils, eb 4 

The petition of the retail liquor dealers 
sets forth that the troubie originates in 
the permission indirectly granted by ordi- 
nance to wholesale deaiers who take out a 
county license to sell by the quart, this 
being in violation of the manifest intention 
of the framers of the laws on the sub- 
ject. 

The retail dealers ask for the reference 
of their petition to a committee and: pray 
for the passage of such ordinances as will 
relieve them of the injustices complained 
of and afford them the protection to which 
they are entitled by reason of the ereat 
license fee paid by them. 

The petition was presented to the generat 
counc.! at 1t8 meeting yesterday afierr.oon 
through Cotonei W. T: Moyers, who. has 
been retained by the Retail Liquor Dealers’ 
Association to look after this matter fér 
the association. 

The petition was read and referred to 
the joint committee on ordinances and 
bolice and will be considered by that com- 
inittee in a few days.

making a mistake in deciding in favor of 
this town, 

To this charge a strong reply was made 
by officers high in command, and n& alone 
the speeches of the Atlantians giving the 
invitation. but those from notable surviv- 
ors convinced the association that Atlanta 


was as cordial in her relations to the con-. 


federacy—more cordial perhaps than any 
city in the south. 

The early start made in the preparation 
for the event refutes again this charze, 
and from this time on there will be active 
work done in behalf of the reunion. 

‘As to the nature of the business next 
Thursday, this will be determinéd after 
the citizens gather. It wWill deal, however, 
with the plan to organize the reunion as- 
sociation. During the recent reunion in 
Nashville all affairs for entertaining the 
veterans Were managed in the most sys- 
tematic manner by a regularly organized 
association. Various committees were ap- 
pointed and these did the work in the 
ditferent departments. 

It is planned to have a reunion associa- 
tion of a similar nature in Atlanta. 

‘T have been asked to.call this meeting,’’ 
said General Evans yesterday, ‘‘and I do 
so because I believe the timeris ripe for 


‘the people of Atlanta to prepare. The ‘com- 


manders:of the different camps in the state 
have met and have decided to use all their 
influence fn bringing out every survivor in 


Georgia. . Of course the veterans them- 


selves expect to have nothing to do with 
the regular work of entertaining. This 
will develve upon the people of Atlanta, 
and I believe they will take hold in tuch 
a way that when the great gathering is 
over it will be said that Atlanta has shown 
she ig dearer to the old cause than any 
other place.” : 

The meeting Thursday promises to be 
large.

References 
were made to the recent congress of) wo- 
men in Germany, when their punctuality 
as to the hours they were ; appear in 
their homes under any Circumstances 
amounted almost to domestic slavery, while 
observation was made that certain occupa- 


tions and fields of labor adapted to ¢he ca- 
pacity of women were entirely ua by 
men. The lady whose knowledge of Ge 
many and its educational advantages led 
her to believe that in a very short time 
her ambition to enter the University of 
Laipsic would be fulfilled, not alone doubted 
the real thuth of their general domestic 
slavery, but contended that as to educa- 
- tion the women of Germany are among 
the most progressive of the age, while 
Opportunities to develop their talents and 
industry presented themselves on all sides. 
~ In line with her statements on the subject 
appears an article in The New York Sun 
-this week which seems to justify their 
truth, especially in the matter of occupa- 
thon. The article in part says: 


“Germany is supposed to be a land where 
_ women have small opyortunity to earn 
money in competition with men. The idea 
of the German woman as man-trodden, 
helpless, and oppressed has become so 
general that woman suffragrists regard her 
usually as an illustration of all that is evil 
in masculine methods of conducting gov- 
renment anc industry. Yet the last itndus- 
tfial and professional census of the Ger- 
man empire shows that the number of 
self-supporting German women is already 
in the ‘millions and is rapidly growing—so 
rapidly, indeed, as {to provoke the question: 
‘If this continues, what can be done with 
the men?’ 

“Germany has 26,361,125 women, of whom 
1313,9R% are in domestic service and 5,264,409 
support themselves by industrial «2d pro- 
fessional labor. Sincd@ 1882 the number of 
self-supporting women in the empire has 
increased by more than a million. To he 
eure, this whole increase would not he re- 
garded universally as a sign of woman's 

Some Americans might regard it 
4s quite the reverse. For instance, in the 
t.Sixteen years 218,245 women have*re- 
pla men as agricultural workers, 
accepting such low wages as to make the 
change profitable to the emplovers. Just 
what the duties of these women in cgricul- 
dure are the census does not stare. A per- 
ison who has lived in rural «urrmany and 
seen women hitched before the plows, side 
by side with cows, or has observed their 
Amazonian activity in the harvest felds, 
can imagine, however, that a .«omposite 
picture of the 218,245 at their tasks would 
not please Sorosis or the Womans CLris- 
tlan Temperance Union. 

“All in ail, the number of Germnan male 
workers has increased 39.8 per cent in the 
last sixteen years, while that of the Ger- 
man female workers has increased 82 per 
cent. As already indicated, only part of 
these women workers are self-supporting; 
the rest of them merely contribute to the 
family purses to which brothers and fa- 
thets also give their share. ‘In the whole 
empire. but two classes of employment 
have remained closed to the German wo- 
man. One is the artisan class, from which 
custom, not law, has barred her. “he other 
a tlass of high government officials.

{further even if the crop should reach Mr. 
Neill’s largest estimate. Whether this in- 
terest holds their purposes will depend up- 
on the view which Europe takes of the 
present movement of the crop. Should 
they regard it as only released quarantine 
cotton the market will not ease, but 
should they regard it as indicative of a 
mommoth crop they will continue a hand- 
to-mouth policy. Jocal traders realize that 
the market can decline from the actual 
pressure of cotton in southern markets 
and are not disposed to be short. A very 
steady tone at the close was due to the 
absence of any pressure from the south. 
Receipts are very large both at the inte- 
rior and at the ports. Traders believe 
there are large buying orders on any de- 
cline, and have covered their shorts, leav- 
ing the market without’ sellers except 
from exporters’ hedges.

Dullness Most Noticeable Feature in All 
the Markets Yesterday. 


WHEAT GAINED A FRACTION 


Corn Closed 1-8c Off, Oats a Shade 
Higher and Provisions 7 1-2 
to 15 Lower. 


Chicago, November 15.—Dullness was the 
most noticeable feature of all the grain 
and provision markets today, and, with the 
exception of provisions, prices did not 
change much. Wheat closed ‘4c higher, 
corn 4c lower and oats a shade higher, 
provisions suffered from liquidations and 
closed T¥e@lic lower. 

For the first two hours of trading in 
wheat the market was an unstable one, 
with a range from 905%c down to 89%. 
Opening strong at 9%@99%c, as against 
Saturday’s closing price of 9c, May sold 
for an instant at 90%c, the high price of the 
day, then declined under the only really 
heavy selling, which took place during the 
session to 89%c. It rose again to %%c, but 
by 11:30 had declined to 89%c. The chief 
reason for the strength at the start was 
that Liverpool was 1d higher, notwith- 
Standing the drop in price at the end of the 
week here. There were some other rea- 
sons, however, that had more or less to 
do with it. The weather bureau predicted 
an unfavorable change. Since Saturday it 
had been moist and mild and generally 
about as helpful to the wheat plant as 
could be expected about this time of the 
year, but the thermometer in the north- 
west marked 1 below zero this morning, 
and a considerable drop from recently com- 
paratively high temperatures in the win- 
ter wheat country was the prediction for 
tonight. The London Times estimates the 
damage by frost to the Argentine crop at 
10 per cent. The northwest gave some in- 
cations :of feeling the effects of smaller 
deliveries from farmers. Minneapolis, com- 
pared with the Monday previous, had 353 
carloads less. The day’s receipts at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth were 1,366, against 
1,638 the Monday preceding and 1,259 the 
corresponding day of 1896. Chicago re- 
ceipts were 113, against 311 cars last year, 
but in addition to rail receipts was a cargo 
of 120,000 bushels by- lake. The total re- 
ceipts at western primary markets were 
1,457,000 bushels, against 1,023,000 bushels a 
year ago. Atlantic port clearances were 
322,000 bushels in wheat and flour. The 
quantity of wheat on ocean passage was 
increased 960,000 bushels, and the shipments 
from all sources to Europe last week were 
-9,261,000 ‘bushels, against 9,247,000 bushels 
the previous week. This latter item had a 
good deal to do in causing the selling which 
resulted in the decline after the opening.

On the trial of an indictment 
for. murder the following charge to the 
jury was given: “In this caSe the state 
relies, in part, upon what is known in law 
as confessions. Confessions are among the 
highest grades of evidence, because it is 
presumed that no man will confess a crime 
that he is not guilty of. It is not human 
nature for aman to confess to something 
that he is not guilty of, and for that reason 
the law makes confessions among the high- 
est grades of- evidence.’’ In the same con- 
nection the court submitted to the jury the 
question as to whether there was any con- 
fession -at all, and if so, whether it was 
free and voluntary, and instructed them 
that confessions should be scanned with 
care, and that a confession alone was not 
sufficient to authorize a conviction. Held, 
that while the above quoted extract from 
the charge was erroneous, it is not, in view 
of the other instructions given, cause for 
a new trial in a case where it appears be- 
yond doubt that a free, voluntary and un- 
equivocal confession of guilt was made, 
that the accused introduced no evidence in 
his behalf at the trial, that in his state- 
ment to the jury he did not ‘deny the 
making of the confession, and that the 
gtatement itself was practically an admis- 
sion of guilt. 

2. A - charge upon the law of circumstan- 
tial evidence, argumentative in its eharac- 
ter and calculated to too strongly impress 
the jury as to the probative value of such 
evidence, should not be given; but so doing 
is not cause for a new trial in a ease of 
the nature above indicated. Especially is 
this true when it clearly appears that the 
guilt of the accused was thoroughly estab- 
lished by evidence both circumstantial and 
direct. 

3. The charge of the court was erroneous 
and subject to criticism, nut only as to the 
matters dedit with in the preceding notes, 
but also in some other less important re- 
spects; but.this is such a plain and clearly 
proved case of murder, and the verdict of 
guilty is so manifestly right, this court 
will not reverse the judgment denying a 
new trial.

Interesting Occasion at Session of 
Confederate Yets. 


VALUABLE SOUVENIR SHOWN 


It Was Made from fhe Wood of a 
Historic Ginhouse. 


MAJ. A. J. WEST MAKES STIRRING SPEECH 


Tells of the Incidents of the Fight. 
Letter Read from the Lady Who 
Gave the Gavel. 


Quite an interesting incident. character- 
ized the se$sion of the Atlanta camp, No. 
13. of Confederate Veterans last night at 
their regular meeting when Major A. J. 
West presented his comrades with a gavel 


made-from the wood of the famous old gin- 
house which stood on the battlefield of 
Franklin, Tenn. 

It was an enthusiastic eccasion and when 
the Jjetter from Mrs. Carrie L. Marche, 
who-gave the gavel to Major West, was 
read ehe hall resounded with rebel yells. 

l.ast night’s session was notable because 
it marked the first-step of the veterans 
looking to the reunion which is to come 
here in July next year. Just following the 
meeting of the commanders here comes this 
session of the local camp and all survivors 
are going to enter into active service to 
make the great gathering here next year 
the most notable in the history of the or- 
ganization. Following was the letter read 
by- Major West presenting the gavel to 
the camp: 

“Franklin, Tenn., October 23, 1897,—Major 
A. J. West. Atlanta, Ga. My Dear Sir: It 
affords me unmbounded pleasure as a Daugh- 
ter of the Confederacy to send you a gavel 
for your bivouaé’made from the old gin- 
house that stood on the famous battlefield 
of Franklin, Tenn. 

“I was a child about my mother's knees 
when this bloody battle was fought, but I 
seem to hear the continual booming of the 
cannons even to this day, and trembling 
with fright as I looked up into my mother’s 
tearful eyes and thought we all had to be 
killed by the bilood-thirsty yanks. How I 
hated them, and I haven’t got over it yet. 
f am not yet old enough, but may out- 
grow it. 

“My cousin, Dr. Hughes. told me 
wards that they lay around in heaps 
about the ginhouse: that whole groves of 
trees were cut down by the cannon 
and with all this loss of. life how happy 
the dear o!d confederates were when they 
drove the yankees from the field into 
N: ashy rille. 

“We did not win, but T would not change 
places with them today. 

“Please accept the guvel for the memories 
it brings, thoush mixed with sadness. We 
know that though defeated there were no 
better, no braver or nobler soldiers in the 
wide, wide world than those that, fought 
for our firesides and. the rights of our 
southland.

The rapidly 
retreating federal army left many = evi- 
dences of demoratization in its rear, such 
as burning Wwuguns, Mules With tneir 
throats cut, many large squads of prisoners 
constantly falling intw tne hands of the 
confederates every few hundred yards. 
Coming in view of Franklin, a beautiful 
level country, stretching many miles, pre- 
sented itself, with the federal army seeking 
shelter in great haste within their almost 
breastworks. The scene

that was then 
have inspired the most arrant coward to 
deeds of heroism. Glory and admiration 
reached their zenifn as Hood's afmy dAe- 


ployed with great regularity on each side - 


of the turnpike for the deadly onslaught. 
“Cheatham's division, of ‘Tennessee; was 
placed in front and was_.leading the charge 
in magnificent style, officers with swords 
drawn and the stars‘and bars in brave 
hands floating d@fiantly to the breeze, with 
the bands of music- playing ‘Home, Sweet 
Home., Many of them had not been baék 
for over three years. ane were almost in 
sight of loved ones, but death closed their 
eyes in battle before reaching them. 
‘During the thirty-three years since it has 
been an open question whether to be glad 
or sorry that I’ saw that battle field. It 
could not be more vividly impressed upon 
me had I seen it on yesteraay. It has been 
a nightmare and a horrid day dream all 
these years. Many times have I prayed 
that visions of those upturned fares, 
blackened and distorted, of the staring, 
glazed eyeballs, of the = stiffened, out- 
stretched hands, seemingly still grasping 
for support, those rigid forms wrapped in 
gray with naught in their haversacks save 
parched corn, evidencing the fact that the 
same hunger that clutched at their throats 
plunged its dagger to their hearts when 
they thought of loved ones famishing at 
home. That the sight of those brave fel- 
lows that had fought their last battle now 
laying side by side in that great «harnel 
field, might he blotted forever from my 
reco lection. Then many times I have been 
glad that I knew so well how that battle 
field appeared and how barbarous. brutal 
and inhuman it made war seem. Glad that 
I knew how thousands of dead heroes look- 
ed who had faced and met death amid the 


._ wild frenzied scenes af one of the deadliest 


battles in the historv of the world. 

‘To the left of the turnpike. where it 
crossed the federal breastworks, was a 
growth of locust trees, and rot a limb or 
a leaf ot a twig was left but what was 
torn into ribbons.
